Attack at 
Dvina Town 


EAVY fighting in the area of 
I Velizh, a small town on the 
River Dvina, midway be- 
tween the Red Army’s advanced 
salient at Velikie Luki and the Ger- 
man base of Smolensk, was reported 
from Berlin last night. Unlike Mon- 
day’s fighting, yesterday’s opera- 
tions were described as a Soviet 
effort to pierce the “new” Axis 
main-line positions. 
Moscow’s latest front-line news 
makes it clear that after nine 
weeks of relative lull the Kuban is 
still the liveliest sector of the whole 
front. Both here and on_ the 
Middle Donetz, Reuter reports, the 
lull thas cost the Axis an estimated 
equivalent of three or four divisions, 
Since the Rus&ians created their 
Donetz bridgehead near Lisichansk 
at the beginning of May the Ger- 
mans, it is claimed, have lost 7,000 
men killed, while on the central 
front, facing the approaches to 
Smolensk German dead are re- 
ported at 5,500 in nine weeks. 
The German News Agency stated 
last night that ‘‘a Russian weap 
to cross the Kuban River,” in the

The general feeling in Algiers is 
characterised by pessimism as to the 
degree of solid understanding that 
can now be reached. 

An American radio commentator,!

said: “ Peyrouton’s letter of resigna- 
tion to de Gaulle disclosed that de 
Gaulle is President of the Executive 
Committee—in other words, the 
boss in North Africa.” The corre- 
spondent added: ‘* De Gaullists in 
Algiers and elsewhere are rejoicing. 
Now it can be-said that de Gaulle 
has beaten Pétain, and Free France 
has triumphed over Vichy.”’

Bernard Kirwan 


To Die To-day 


Bernard Kirwan, an Offaly man 
rom Ballincloghan, Rahan, a Tulla- 
more backwater on the Grand 
Canal, dies this morningin Mountjoy 
Prison in expiation of the murder of 
his farmer brother, Lawrence, who 
walked into the dusk of a November 
evening two years ago and vanished. 
Bernard’s trial, in which it was 
disclosed that he was a ticket-of- 
leave convict, made legal history. 
It occupied sixteen days and was 
one of the longest and most complex 
in Irish criminal history. ‘‘ False 
in every detail’’ was the answer of 
the accused man to State allegations 
that following a number of alterca- 
tions between him and Lawrence in 
their home, where they lived 
“a he knocked out his brother 
killed him and cut up the.body an 
disposed of it by putting the torso 
in a sack and hiding it in a bog 
about a mile from the farm where it 
was found in May of last year. Prior 
to its discovery, baffled police 
investigators had explored every 
possibility of Lawrence having left 
Rahan surreptitiously or met with 
his death by accident, one of their 
eliminating measures being the 
Sa OÍ a six-mile stretch oí the 
canal. 


APPEALS FAILED 


For six hours at the conclusion of 
the trial, the trial judge sifted the 
evidence of 116 witnesses, among 
them eminent medical men, who 
described how the torso had been 
mutilated, but, nevertheless, how 
tests had failed to establish that the 
remains could not have been those 
of Lawrence Kirwan, and others who 
told how large sums of money were 
found in the possession of the 
prisoner, dwelt on the prisoner’s 
defence alibi and a suggestion that 
Lawrence had been seen after the 
time the State had alleged he had 
been killed, and of Bernard’s 
explanation that he had received the 
moneys in his possession from a 
lady whose name could not be 
divulged. 

After the jury had found him 
guilty, he appealed unsuccessfully 
to the Court of Criminal Appeal on 
the ground that there had been no 
legal evidence of the death of 
Lawrence Kirwan and that the 
admission of evidence of a previous 
conviction had prejudiced his trial. 
Then, for the first time in the legal 
history of the State, the appeal on 
a capital charge was taken from the 
Court of Criminal Appeal to the 
Supreme Court, and again it failed.
